Conan Doyle Find 
I Excites Interest 
j Of Holmes Fans 

Unpublished Mystery Yarn Is 

Unearthed Among Author^s 

Documents in London. 



liONDON.— "Most oalounding, my 
dear Holmcst'* 

That probably would have been 
tho reaction of foithful Dr. Watson 
to the revelation from the family of 
the late Sir Arthur Conan Doyle that 
an unpublished Sherlock Holmes 
story had been discovered among 
some of the musty old papers left 
by the noted writer when he died 
12 years ago. 

The comment of the millions of 
devotees who have devoured every 
one of the Sherlock Holmes stories 
will probably be mucti more vocal, 
however, when they learn of the de- 
cision of Conan Doyle's son not to 
■ publish the new discovery. 

The story; "The Man Wlio Was 
Wanted," was found by the author's 
son, Adrian Conan Doyle, in an old 
chest among ancient family papers 
—many of which pre-datcd Sir Ar- 
thur. 

On the envelope in which the man- 
uscript was discovered, was a note 
in the writing of the author's wife, 
saying that he did not intend to 
have the story published because he 
did not consider U up to the stand- 
ard set by the others in the Sher* 
lock Holmes scries. 

Son Oppotei Release. 
••It is not up to scratch," said his 
son, "and my father didn't want to 
run the risk of disappointing his ad- 
mirers by putting out a story that 
he felt did not come up to par." 
Heskcth Pearson, biographer of 
. Thomas Hardy, who Is preparing 
a life of Sir Arthur, agreed that the 
story was "very feeble" and said 
Sir Arthur showed "good common 
sense" in withholding it from. publi- 
cation since it might have injured 
the reputation of the famous detec- 
tive of Bokcr street. 

The opening scenes of the story 
in Holmes' quarters, said Mr. Pear- 
son, are. "quite as good as anything 
that Connn Doyle did, but the plot 
is weak." 

The story, which runs six to seven 
thousand words, concerns the prob- 
lem of finding a business executive 
who disappeared when he got into 
financial dilTiculties. 

With Dr. Watson in amazed at- 
tendance. Holmes solves the case 
by the simple expedient of showing 
a photograph of the man to friends, 
neighbors and enemies and making 
those "remaykoblc, my dear sir," 
<leductions from their reactions. 
'^ To He Preserved. 

Mr. Pearson, for the. past year 
has been studying Sir Arthur's writ- 
ings, visiting his acquaintances and 
studying his ancestry and heredity 
in preparation for writing the new 
biograpliy. It was while Sir Ar- 
thur's son was working with him in 
sorting out and studying his fa- 
ther's papers that the unpublished 
manuscript was discovered. 

The existence of the story had 
not even been suspected prior to its 
discovery. Adrian has "very defi- 
nite" plans for preserving the story 
despite the fact that it may never 
see print. 

"1 realize," the son explained, 
"that there may be a great demand 
"*■ from Sherlock Holmes admirers to 
have the story published. In that 
case the family might consent. I 
cannot say definitely, however, un- 
til my elder brother, Dennis Conan 
Doyle, returns from America." 

The story was written several 
years before Sir Arthur died, but 
the stote of the paper would indi- 
cate, his son said, that it was not 
among the last of his Sherlock 
Holmes stories.

Take for example the word pen- 
manship. The group will divide the 
word into syllables thus: pen-man- 
ship. To dramatize pen have the 
group sit on the floor and pretend 
to write on imaginary paper with 
an imaginary pen. Occasionally have 
someone dip his **pon" into an im- 
aginary ink pot. 

Next comes the syllable man. 
Have a group of girls sitting in one 
corner, apparently gossiping. A man 
enters suddenly and they all look up 
In surprise, perhaps pointing at him. 
If this is not a pantomime, they 
may exclaim in surprise, "A man!'* 
Third and last syllable is ship. 
The group may sit on the floor and 
pretend to row a boat, while one of 
the members stands at the **bow" 
gaung ofT into the distance. This 



will cause some hilarious confusion 
since someone is sure to guess that 
it is WashinRton crossing the Dela- 
ware, or Columbus discovering 
America. 

For tho final scene which is to 
depict the whole word penmanship 
have the entire group sit on the floor 
and pretend to practice penmanship 
drills or to write slowly and care- 
fully as if in penmanship class. 

The illustrations given are fairly 
easy skits and can be quickly 
guessed. As you become more and 
more accustomed to the game, hard- 
er words con be chosen and more 
complicated dramatizations worked 

out. 

After the cnmmon words are woi n 
out, limit the choice to trees, or 
flowers, or songs, etc. Or combine 
the charades with a bit of geogra- 
phy and dramatize the names nf 
counincs, cities, or oceans. Adver- 
tising slogans. Bible stories, and 
scenes from famous stories and 
books make good subjects for cha- 
rades. 

Hero are a few possible words; alr- 
u-plane, ouEht-toe-mow-bill, buck-an- 
ear. car-pet, con-sty-two-shun-all, 
deck-oar-ate. do-nut. hand-cur-chief, 
eye-scream, Inn-dig-Ro, in-fan-sca, 
my -crow -scope, sigh -co -analysis. 
sauce-age, and Wash-ink-ton. For 
flowers try Jack-in-the-pulpit, cow- 
slip, pan-see, sun-flow-her, two-lip, 
or day-see. Dale, palm, fir, pear 
and pine have wonderful possibilities 
for tree charades. 

Charades are always more fun if 
they are done in costume. Collect 
old dresses, suits, shoes and odd 
scraps of material in a special "cha- 
rade" cupboard or drawer and then 
you'll be prepared when someone 
gels the sudden urge to play-act.

And the little 
woman, too, is not so willing to lis- 
ten to back talk from her husband 
when she's getting her own pay en- 
velope, Seiter indicates. 

It afl adds up to more divorces, 
he sighs. 
Court redords agree with him. 
Thus far this year 1.4M divorce 
suits have been filed. 158 more than 
in the same period a year ago. And 
1,268 have been granted, 247 more 
than the 1941 total to this date. 
It's the war, many lawyers agree. 
"The little woman's paycheck 
sometimes is a very disturbing in- 
fluence indeed," comments Michael 
D. Konomos, Greek Immigrant, 
whose boyhood shoe-shining career 
paved the way to his law school 
education. 

The glamor of a uniform is an- 
other big reason for the increase in 
divorce suits, he explains. Wives 
compare civilian husbands with 
members of the armed forces— all 
to the marked disadvantage of tho 
husbands. ' 

Another attorney, Grover Chil- 
ders, says wartime prosperity is af- 
fecting men just as much as women. 
"Some of the men like liquor and 
company of other women better 
than they do their homes. 

"Maybe in the past they sat at 
home because tliey couldn't afTord 
to step out."

WORLD FEDERATION: 

Asked by Wallace 

Ever since his "quart of milk a 
day" speech forecasting bettered 
conditions for the world's underpriv- 
ileged, Vice President Henry A. 
Wallace has been regarded as a No. 
1 administration spokesman on post- 
war reconstruction. 

Thus his latest address proposing 
a world council to preserve peace 
and promote the general welfare aft- 
er the war received close inspection 
In world" chancellories, tor it was 
taken as a major administration 
statement of future plans. 

Wallace's recipe for international 
organization after the war: "The 
maximum of home rule that can be 
maintained along with the minimum 
of centralized authority that must 
come into existence to give the nec- 
essary protection." 

The vice president outlined a four- 
fold objective for future peace: "To 
preserve the liberty, equality, se- 
curity and unity of the United Na- 
tions—liberty in the political sense;

For the American people. Wallace 
said, "the war is ontorinf; its t;rim- 
mest phase" where wo will learn 
for the first time the meaning of war 
privations. But. he added. Hitler's 
"desperate bid fur a Nazi world 
order has reached and passed its 
highest point." 

4-WAY OFFENSIVE: 
By Russ Armies 

The Russians continued to prove 
that while the summer might have 
belonged to the invading Nazi hosts, 
the winter was the season for Red 
revival. 

Four strong Soviet armies were 
proving this in four separate drives 
against the cold and weary Ger- 
mans. These offensives sprung with 
' the purpose of destroying Nazi man- 
power and equipment and weaken- 
ing Hitler's hold on the Eastern 
front were centered on the Rzhev 
sector, in the Stalingrad area, in 
the reaches of the Middle Don and 
in the central Caucasus. 

The central Caucasus drive was 
the newest on the Red schedule and 
was started south of Nalchik, where 
Nazi armored mountain units had* 
been trying unsuccessfully for weeks 
to break through to the Georgian 
military highway in Transcaucasia. 
Most significant news came from 
the Stalingrad area, however, for 
Russian communiques reported the 
capture of Kotelnikovski. key trans- 
portation town anchoring a 200-mile 
stretch of the Stalingrad-Caucasus 
railroad and a supply depot for the 
Nazis' eastern operations. Here big 
stores of Axis supplies were taken 
over by the Reds. From Kotelnikov- 
ski the Russians began a spearhead 
' drive toward Rostov. 

Meanwhile the Red encirclement 
of 22 German divisions trapped be- 
fore Stalingrad was tightened by 
Russ advances of from 37 to 58 miles 
from the southwest.

Assures Unity 

Gen. Henri Giraud had been the 
Allies' original choice for the POSt 
of high commissioner of North AI- 
rlca. Then the bullet of the 20-year, 
old assassin that killed Adm. Jean 
Darlan made Giraud's selection in- 
evitable by the French imperial 
council. 

That the elevation of Giraud to the 
slain Darlan's post had a unifying 
effect was immediately manifest. 
Not only did the French North Af- 
rican civil and military forces rally 
behind the new commissioner, but 
Gen. Charles do Gaulle, leader of 
the Fighting French, quickly 
pledged his support of Giraud's re- 
gime and urged the formation of a 
temporary government to unite all 
French elements.

JESUS INSTRUCTS A GREAT 
\ TEACHER 

LESSON TEXT— John 3:Ma. 

GOLDEN TEXT— For God bo loved the 
uorld. tlinl ho Rave tils only begotten Son. 
thai whosoever bollevcth on htm should not 
perish, but have everlasting Hie.— John 3:10. 

Nicodcmus came to our Lord 
when He was In Jerusaloiti for the 
Passover. Jesus had chosen six of 
His disciples, had performed His 
first miracle at Cana, and had made 
a brief visit to Capernaum, after 
which He came to Jerusalem for 
the least. 

. In high and holy indignation He 
had driven the money ciiangcrs out 
of the temple. The Pharisees who 
looked for the coming of the Mcs- 
siah as a secular conqueror won- 
dered at this new' spiritual leader. 
U was probably as much on their 
behalf as his own that Nicodcmus 
came to inquire of Jesus. 

In answering his questions Jesus 
reveals the necessity, the nature, 
and the method of regeneration, Tiie 
only entrance into the Christian life 
is by the door of the new birth. Re- 
generation is the act of God whereby 
the divine nature is Imparted to the 
believing sinner nnd he becomes the 
child of God. He who has not en- 
. tered by this way has not entered 
at all. He is still dead in tres- 
passes and sins, without God and 
without hope (Eph. 2:1, 12). 

Men seek to enter the household of 
God by almost any other means- 
culture, reform, character building 
—and neglect or reject God's way. 
I. The Necessity of Regeneration 
(vv. 1-7). 

Jesus was not unduly impressed 
by the dignity and high station of 
his visitor, nor by the visitor's cour- 
teous ncknowledfiment of His own 
position OS a groat teacher. Wtth 
incisive boldness Jesus declared 
that this man, a cultured and dis- 
tinguished ruler of the Jews, must 
be born again if he is to see the 
kingdom of God. 
, God is no respecter of persons. 

This "doctor of divinity" must be 
bom again, just as was the illiterate 
fisherman. The requirements are 
the same for all, and the necessity 
as great in one level of society as 

in another. ....,_■ 

The surprising thing isjhat this 
teacher of theology could be so ig- 
norant of the one essential clement 
of a real .spiritual experience. He 
evidently thought he could bring his 
soul to eternal life by his own works, 
when in fact he was not able to e»ve 
himself physical— let alone spiritual 

-life. 

Two reasons are given by our 
Lord for the "must" of verse 7: (1) 
The kingdom of God is a spiritual 
kingdom, and cannot be entered by 
way of our human nature; and (2) 
"that which is born of the flesh is 
flesh" and is radically and essential- 
ly bad. To learn why the flesh is 
bad read Jeremiah 13:23 and Gala- 
tians 5:19-21. Scripture on this point 
is diametrically opposed to the 
teaching of unbelieving men. When 
such a diaerence arises be sure of 
this-God's Word is right. Follow it! 
II. The Nature of Regeneration 
(vv. 8-13). 

The new birth is a divine mystery, 
not fathomable by human reason. 
Those who insist that all spiritual 
truth be put through the little norm 
of their intelligence will never un- 
derstand it or receive its blessing. 
The striking illustration of the life- 
giving and energizing wind used by 
our Lord-is most illuihinating. Wind 
is unseen, but the results of its 
movement are evident. Even so the 
spiritual rebirth of men is on enigma 
to the worldly man, but even he can 
see its results in godly living. 

Observe tiie clarity and simplicity 
of our Lord's teaching on wliat is 
undoubtedly the most profound sub- 
ject in all the world. Let us follow 
His example and always "make the 
message clear and plain, Christ '"•;- 
ccivcth sinful men!" 
III. The Methud of Regeneration 

(vv. 14-10). , ^,. ^ 

X Many^there are who ask Nicodc- 
mus* question, "How can those 
things be?" (v. 9). The answer is 
clear— "Only by faith in the Son of 
God, our Savioui*:" 

Just as there was healing and life 
in a look at the uplifted serpent 
(Num. 21 :B), so there is life for a 
look at the Ciucifled One. Faith re- 
ceives God's perfect provision for 

John 3:10 may well be regarded 
* OS the greatest sentence in the 
greatest Book in the world. It pre- 
sents the whole plan of salvotion- 
its source, its ground, its recipients, 
its condition, and its result. It also 
reveals God's love-its "object, 
character, manifestation, purpose, 
and the result" (John W. Bradbury). 
This glorious sulvAtlon is for all 
men— "whosoever"— but some re- 
ject it. Notice that God docs not 
'condemn thorn. Their own. evil 
works and desires condemn them 
(vv. 17-20). (jod in His grace la 
ready and willing to save, but men 
love "darkness rotlicr than light, 
for their works are evil.
